Witness 
took the remaining two choppers 
and laid them aside; then he went 
up and tried: to take the chopper 
from the hands of the pr oner. 
But he said, “brother mine, why 


‘did you do that, it is my own busi- 


ness and has nothing to do with 
you.” The prisoner then dropped 
into a faint. Witness'tried to pull 
him away, but, not succeeding, 
took the three choppers and went 


Tdown ‘the stairs, Immediately, 


the prisoner regained his -feet and 
chased witness,’ and caught him 
by the back of the jacket, and 
tried to snatch the choppers from 
his hand. ( : 

During the struggle he fell 
dain and the defendant fell on 
top of him, and attempted to 
snatch the’ choppers out of his 
hand, but witness threw two.down 


1 to the second floor through the 


railings. The third chopper he 
wedged in between the railings s0 
that the accused could not get it, 
though he had his hand ~ on “it. 
Eventually witness threw the 
chopper on to the second ° floor. 
He then went down and picked up 


the three choppers and concealed i 


them.
